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Since the end of school in June astonishing and un- 


looked-for changes have occurred. We are no longer in a 
peacetime frame of mind. For the second time in a decade 
Santa Ana College opens with war and the threat of war 
a reality. This condition is reflected somewhat in the 


statistics of total enrollment. We have more tangible evi- 
dence in the absence of some members of the Student 
Body who, three months ago, were expecting to be with us. 

What this college year has in store for us, on the in- 
ternational level, no one knows for certain. Many people 
in government and in the armed forces foresee a rather 


lengthy period of undeclared 


warfare in various portions 


of the world, but with no immediate prospect of full mobili- 
zation in America. We should proceed to act on the basis 
of the best information available and change our plans 
when new facts come to light. 

Right now it is my suggestion to you to get all of the 
education you can. The more you have, the better for 
yourself and our country. You and the faculty should 


make every effort to bring all 


students to maximum health 


standards and a high degree of physical and mental fitness. 
We are told that many Americans, in service and in civilian 
ranks, do not know the basic issues of the conflict with 
Communism, that they do not know the fundamental issues 
at stake in preserving the democratic way of life. If you 
were called to the service tomorrow, would you know any 
better? The leading figures in the beginning of America 
had a definite, positive program for freedom. It is the 
responsibility of students in colleges such as ours to acquire 
the historical perspective and to learn the significance of 


the issues at stake.
